GaLvgEsTon, Tex., Nov. %.—The many changes 
of Government which Texas has undergone since 
she became known to the civiligea world have 
greatly retarded ber progress. First a province 
of Spain, thea of Mexico, then.a Repubiic, and 
lastiy a State, the era of her development beran 
with ber annexauon, and progressed sigwiy 
until the outbreak of the great Civil War in 
al, when she rebounded and lost all she had 
gained. Her territory not baving been over- 
run and laid waste by opposing armies, she was 
the first of the Southern States to recu perate 
from the paralyzing effects of the War, and at 
once entered upon a wonderful era of develup- 
ment and progress, owing to the “projection and 
construction of various railway lines through 
her territory. When Texas seceded in 1861 
there were about 300 miles of railway in opera- 
tion. At the ciose of hustilities in 1865 her 
roads were ina horribly dilapidated condition, 
and had to be rebuilt and equipped almost en- 
tire. Since 1865 Texas has increased ber raii- 
Way mileage 4,300 miles, and has over 2,000 miies 
more under construction, all of which will 
be completed and in active operation in- 
side of the next two years. From five 
ines in 18665, there are nos twenty-eight 
lines’ of railway in active operation. 
There bave been vonstructed during the past 
year 1,634 miles, or a line that would reach from 
Galveston tu the City uf New York, which, at an 
estimated cost of $12,000 per mile, shows an ex- 
penditure of $19,600,000. 

Of tnese twenty-eight roads, the majority are 
extending their lines, and all except one have 
been built and are being extended to their ob- 
ective points by capital toreigu to the State. 

ese roads are, or will become, potent factors 
in develop the wonderful and varied re- 
sources of the State, wouse superiicial area is

Superstition prevailed to an alarming ex- 
tent; suspicion fell upon the Jews, and they 
wers charged with causing the plague by 
poisoning wells; and they were the subjects 
of a frightful, eruel, barbarous persecution 
in many parts of Europe. 

In 1466-1470 Ireland lost large numbers by 
plague; and in 1594 Milan lost 50,000 of its 
inhabitants from the same cause, and the 
ravages of the disease extended to Germany, 
Norway, Denmark, and France: In 1603-’04 
30,000 persons perished of plague in London, 


at a single blow. Thus the correspondent of 
Friday last, J. Hiestand, of Adeline, II., in-

“permanent institution.” It may be safely 
assumed that. if permission be granted for 
further telegraph poles, they will not be 
taken down during any of Mayor Harrison’s 
terms of office, and not during his lifetime.

In the tourteenth century—1333 to 1360—a 


péstilence known as the black death raged ; 


with fearful violence in Asia, Europe, and 
Africa. It originated in China, where it was 
preceded by alternate drouths and floods, 
which were followed by famines. By the 
drouths, floods, famities, and the plague it is 
estimated that nearly 10,000,000 of péople 
miserably perished. Tradition assigns many 
other causes, doubtiess of a mythical charac- 
ter, such as earthquakes supposed to have 
polluted the air with poisonous gases, and 
“a pestiferous wind spread so poisonous an 
odor, that many being overpowered by it fell 
down suddenly, and expired in dreadfu! 
agonies,”’ 

The black death made its appearance in 
Europe about the year 1448. It is thus de- 
scribed: “An Oriental plague, marked by 
inflammatory boils and tumors of the glands, 
such as break out in no other febrile disease.” 
- + « “Many patients became stupefied, 
and fell into a deep sleep, losing also their 
speech from palsy of the tongue; others re- 
mained sleepless and without rest. The 
fauces and tongue were black, and as if suf 
fused with blood; no beverage would as- 
suage their burning thirst, so that their 
sufferings continued without alleviation 
until terminated by death, which mauy in 
their despair accelerated with their own 
hands. . The ofgans of respiration 
were seized with a putrid inflammation; a vio- 
lent pain in the chest attacked the patient; 
blood was expectorated, and the breath dif- 
fused a pestiferous odor.”

Virginia and the assembling of a Congress 


which at last has the power in its hands 
suggests that now is ah opportune time to 
puta quietus on Bourbonism, to reénfran- 
chise Southern Republicans, and to secure 
fair elections in the Southern States. Con- 
gress cannot take a step this session which 
will be greeted with more acclamation in the 
North as commendable and patriotic in every 
way. The defeat of the Bourbons in Virginia 
has inspired a hope among the people of 
other Southern States that at last there Is a 
prospect of their reseue from Bourbon tyr- 
anny, which has not advanced them pollt- 
leally and has retarded their material growth 
by keeping sectional prejudices alive, so that 
there is no reason to doubt that its removal 
and the dissolution of the Solid South will 
also be welcomed with acclamation in that 
section. 

Bourbonism in the South has now enjoyed 
ten years of unrestrained rule, and during 
that time has maintained itself in power by 
corruption, fraud, and violence of almost 
every eone¢ivable description. In 1870 Ro- 
publican Administrations held the power in 
the South, and Bourbonism commenced its 
assault by the organization of the Ku-Klux 
Klan, which intimidated negro voters by 
deeds of violence which did not stop short of 
murder. When the National Government 
broke up these gangs of midnight murder- 
ers, Various leagues took their places in the 
guise of political associations, which by 
menaces, floggings, expulsions, and ostra- 
cism extending even to the opportunities for 
obtaining work still further intimidated Re- 
publican voters. In this manner the Bour- 
bons gained control of the South, and even 
aspired, with the aid of Northern Deinocrats, 
to take possession of the National Govern 
ment. They have maintained their control 
of the South by murder and massacre, as in 
Mississippi and Louisiana; by election frauds 
of the most glaring kind, as in Georgia and 
Alabama; by tissuepaper ballots, as in South 
Carolina; and by the application of the shot- 
gun and various ballot-box-stufling methods 
allover the South, which disfranchised Re- 
publieans and wiped out their votes by whole 
counties. 

The crushing defeat administered to Bour- 
bonism by the gallant Mahone in Virginia 
was a blow which has Weakened it all over 
the South. It was the mine which has 
opened the way for an assault all along the 
ine. The time was never more auspicious, 
public sentiment was never readier, the 
South itself was never readier than now for 
Congress to assert itself. If the House has 
any courage or any sense of justice, if it 
would extend a helping hand to the victims 
of Southern Bourbonism, if it would seize 
the opportunity which now presents itself to 
put a quietus upon Bourbon bulldozing and 
hallot-box stuffing, it cannot take a stirer 
step in such direetioh than to thoroughly 
canvass the methods of election that were 
practiced in every contested district and 
bundle out the Bourbons who were not fairly 
élected and seat the Republicans who were, 


There can be no doubt that there was open 


and infamous fraud practiced. When such 
a paper asthe Vicksburg Herald, which sup- 
ported Chalmers, declares that he obtained 
his certificate of election by fraud, by bull- 
dozing, and ballot-box staffing, Republicans 
ought not to hesitate long as to their duty 
towards Chalmers. But he is not the only 


exorbitant estimate of himself upon the 
community, but in doing so he also imposes 
upon his own judgment; and, at last, when 
he has ceased to be able to correttly gage 
his powers and his influence, the eominunity 
finds him out, and cries, as Fratice and all 
Europe cried of Napoleon in 1814, “Enough 
of him!“ . 

The misfortune of the self-deception of the 
egotist is that it remains after the delusion 
has passed from the mind of the community. 


Then the egotist falls a victim to his own’ 


arts. So it was with che great egotist Conk- 
ling, and so with the little egotist Guiteau. 
Conkling held himself so high above the 
masses of common mortals that he lost for 
want of association with them the power of 
estimating their intellectual and moral pow- 
er. On the other hand, Guiteau held himself 
so far below the mass of common mortals 
that he undervalued their virtues. Egotism 
is only another name for selfishness, and 
selfishness isolates its victim and so deprives 
him of the means of arriving at a just judg- 
ment of men and things. Thus Conkling 
vainly imagined he could rute the country 
notwithstanding the country had chosen an- 
other to be President; and thus Guiteau 
vainly imagined that the Stalwart faction of 
the Republican party, so called, would con- 
done the crime of murder for the bribe.of 
power. Thus the lofty instincts of the one 
and the base instincts of the other being poi- 
soned by selfishness alike led their victim to 
an utterly erroneous conclusion. 

Emerson has this to say of Bonaparte: He 
did all that in him lay to live and thrive with- 
out moral principle. It was the nature of 
things, the eternal law of man and of the 
world, which balked and ruined him; and the 
resuit in a million experiments will be the 
same. Every experiment by multitudes or 
by individuals that has a sensual and selfish 
aim will fail.”

There were t wares, Shawnees, 
Wyandots, Kivkapoos, and Pottawatomies. 
Aliuding to their union many years ago ia The 
Northeast,”’ they proceeded to business, select- 
ing Soa-wee-que to bold the wampam belt— 
“tbe ouly main man living.” During the pre- 
liminaries, it was agreed that the wampum 
should be used by those who were used to it, and 
the calumet, or pipe, by the others to ratify the 
treaty. It was agreed that a string ob Wampum, 
wita a short speech, be dedicated to each tribe, 
to de delivered by the Delawares. The cere- 
mony was opened next day by all smoking the 
sacred pipes of peace“ Next day the General 
Council was opened, the Nagonal flag waving. 
The wampum was arranged and the tribes took 
their scats in the followimg order: Delawares, 
Wyandots, Shawnees, Poitowatumies, Kicka- 
pos. Sacs, Foxes, Kansas, Piankeobas, Omabas, 
etc. Many of the belts and str ngs of wampurns 
were very ancient, and their meaning bad 
pussed out of the remembrance of the present 
generation. “ Halif- „ the Pottowatomie 
orator, asked the Wy speaker if, when he 
was placed in charge of the wampum, was be 
not told by the different tribes to carefully re- 
member all he language and menue of all 
the wampum belts and strings. The Wyandot 
replied they were so kept unt:i the Ameri- 
cans and the Engiishinen quarreled, and got to 
scratching eacd other « pulling each otber 
about our couac:! tires.

Mr. Emery Storrs, the weil-reai Chicago 
lawyer, who testified in Guiteau's case recently, 
and who know Guiteau in Chicago very weil, 
said to me last uight: “I think Guiteau will be 
found gruiity.

To call bim as a witness, who can explain why 
he committed the murder, ie pretty clear proof 
of bis Memory, reason powers, and responsi- 
bility. Judge Porters cross-examination 
brought this out clearly to the jury, because, 
when you find the people saying be was sharper 
than the lawyer in this or that auswer, you may 
be sure that the jury is getting no deep idea 
that he is a lunatic. Besides, his insanity, so 
called, was no matter of record before the 
assassination.

Let him baveali the 
rizbte that other counse! bave, but no more, 
Suppose [ should go into chat court and exclaim 
and interfere like Guiteau—don't you suppose 
the Judge would commit me in five minutes? 
Why sbould be, appearing for himself, have any 
more rights than any other lawyer? And,” con- 
tinued Mr. Storrs, “the great position and dig- 
nity of President Garteld ought also to be put 
out of sight in thistrial. By keeping that in 
mind the prisoner hopes to tloat his claim of 
insanity and inspiratiun. Consider Mr. Garfield 
asa plain man. whose life was taken by a mis- 
creant. and then what becomes of the laspira- 
tion’ That is just what the defendant is being 
tried for—a private murder; and he is trying to 
dodge his respoasibility for it by pleading the 
President's lofty station and the divine neces- 
sity for killing him.” GaTH. 


BEECHER ON PROTECTION. 


A Bigh Protective Tariff Denounced as 
Immoral and LIajur.ous to Industry— 
Robbing the Masses to Pamper a Few 


Mounopoiists. 

New Tork Tribune, Dec. 9. 

The first of a series of lectures for and against 
cree-frade principies, under the auspices of the 
Brooklyn Revenue Reform Club. was giveu last 
evening by Henry Ward Beecher in the First 
Baptist Church, va the Hightsa, at Pierrepont 
and Clinton streets, It was some time after the 
uppoluted hour wheo the audicoce had gathered 
and the lecturer appeared. The house was not 
well tilled except in the unreserved seats. Mr. 
Beecher was received with tbe usual euthustasm 
which bis appearance creates. He was not ac- 
companied on the platform by any one. 

He spoke for nearly two hours and a half. and 
heid the close attennon of his audience. His 
general topic was the morality of free trade, 
and he denounced the immorulity and injustice 
of protection. The main points of Mr. Beecher’s 
lecture were as follows: 

This is the introductory address, intended to 
open the subject and suo the scope of uature 
as related to morai questions. I suall leave to 
those who come after me the detailed discussion 
of the departments of it. It is pot expected 
that these lectures will disciose -new facts, tor 
the subject is vid und the discussion of it trite; 
but we desire to persuade greut ciasses of citi- 
ens who are now averse or iadifferent to the 
subject to examine aud judge the mutter. One 
important department is the restraint on the 
treeduin of commerce. It may be asked way 
we call popular attention to the intricate and 

rplex subject of political economy. It is 
argely neerued with the production ot 
wealth, and ii should engross the attention of all 
practical men and statesmen. It is essegtial to 
the weil-beimg of society that ali men should 
understand its principles. Business men can 
understand abstract truths, even if by a slower 
process thun studeuts. 

The question of understanding it is not op- 
tional. What is Socialism but political economy 
—tne science of labor, its powers ruruts? 
So, too, Communis tic ductrines reiate tu political 
economy. Every foundry is a lectureshop in 
politicul economy, und every worksnop a debat- 
ing — You who l.ve in ceiied avuses do 
nui knos all the problems of labor. All parents 
and instructors, and eveu ministers of the Gus- 
pel, snould teach political economy. Nine- 
tenths r are weultu- producers. In 
the whirl and vortex of business meu are 
tempted to greed, dishonor, and talsity. They 
are seidowm tempted in nome or church, but it is 
in their industries ana every-day life that vir- 
tue and honor are most needed. Political ecun- 
omy is the svil of all political aioralits, md the 
buttie of life isin it, six days are sironger than 
the one duy, and each ove of the s is stronger 
for habit and churucter thau the one. 

We are backed up by the moral sense of the 
community, by the deveiopmeuts of virtue and 
munuhoud, and the gvud uf uli in these attempts 
at instrucdon. While discussion between d- 
Vided political parties is a wood thing, it does 
not leave men iu a judicinitrame of mind, and 
men need mucb beip to form sound views. Men 
whose wealth is rolled up at tho expense of the 
multitude are ready to spead millivoas to fortify 
their positions. We need discussions from men 
whe are not partisans, and who have no pecu- 
niary ipterest. 

In addition to what every citizen feels, I as a 
moral teacaer feel zeulous tu say that the pro- 
tective system is not ouly impolitte aud unjust, 
but wrong in fundamental morais. [Aoplause.| 
Inis prine: pies aud resuits it is direvily uppogéd 
to Coristian ethics. It is opposed to the ethical 
Organization of society. Men are organized on 
principles of equity and justice in fellowship, 
und toose woo violate these, in the long run, 
come to dest rucuon; while obedience to them 
leads to success. In direct coutradiction to 
Christian morality and the Gospel of Christ is a 
protective tari, for it is orgunized immorulity. 
{[Applause.] 

Every American beart should beat for liberty. 
It cost ages and blood to alu individual liberty. 
By revoiudcions, racks, and penal prisons liberty 
of conscience Was gained. At last liverty, ex- 
cept where it impinges the liberty of others, ex- 
ists in all directions, and woes in tuis land with 
universafinteltigence. Liberty iu all relations 
—social, relizious, and individuai—is best for 
man. Men can choose their own church, their 
own calling; can use property as they please, 
und their oon market, and tind the world wide 
open to get what tempts the eye and attracts 
weulth; but they muy not bring it bome. The 
United States wilt not let a man oring it in un- 
less he pays the 1 He muy get his 
pictures in italy, silks in Lyons, wine in Bor- 
deaux; but the Government says you must 
buy at bome, and not abroad. it itt 
is not produced here you must wait till it is. 
{Laughter.] This is the literai fact, as far not 
ouly us luxuries, but a8 necessaries, are con- 
cerned. Liberty! No homesick tfhveler can 
come into bis untive land by permissiva of the 
Government except with bis skin and its cover- 
ing. His trunks ure opened and nis person 
searched for gems. He cannot bring in want he 
can buy cheaper than ut home. e ure shorn 
of our liberty in the commerve of the world. 

Uut they say it is protective. Who does it 
protect? Mer My neignbbor whe wants a pict- 
ure? Him who shops in Paris? The immigrant 
whose suirts are dirty can bring them iu free, 
butif they ure clean it is taken tor granted 
that they are oot worn. and duty must be puid 
—vfteun more than they cust. The udminieétra- 
tion of the tarid is so ullensive to the cause ot 
liberty that it causes every form of evasion, 
and, to Overcome thal, espionage is resorted to. 
The Government takes up wito spes and the 
citizen With craft. The eustom-bouse is full of 
fines and penaities for buying goods abroad in 
Neu of buying Wem at home. It a merchant 
Wants to buy, be must turn bis faee westward; 
if be goes East to buy he pays che penalty. We 
must not vetriend Europe. These forty States 
may freely trude with each other, but not with 
France or Belgium. It is tryimg to set us apart 
from the wurid, and make us a hermit nuwon. 
A system of Nation ii seifishoess is eugendered. 
There is no Netionai right to violate the canuns 
of morulity; but we doit by law. The Govern- 
ment is au engine of power to violate the equi- 
ties of nations. [Applause.]

While courts argue about mea who do not 
lieve in God, taking the oath, courts and the 
tariff are destroying its sanctity.

or the torge. They deplored the sad condition 
of our merebant marine, but the only remedy 
they nad to suggest was to give John Roach a 
bounty,toruna une of ships to Brazil. But 
What good would that do? Our high-priced 
manufactures would not sell in Brazilin com- 
petition with cheap free-trade British goods if 
delivered there free of freight charges. 

it was proposed to bave a commission ap- 
pointed to tinker witn tbe tariff, a commission 
which should be selected by themselves, but the 
speaker was of the opinion that ere long the 
fallacies of protection would be condemned by 
an overwhelming flood of votes. It is not the 
mission of the United States to educate in the 
hearts of its workingmen a seitish feeling of 
bate for all of the workingmen of other nations. 
Nations should try and be friendly, and the 
workingmen of the different nations shouid also 
try and be friendly with eden other. From 
every point of view. said Mr. Beecher, it is sui- 
cidal for a laboring-man to vote for“ protec- 
tion. All patriotic Americans who desire to 
see this greut Nation prosperous and influential 
should strive to remove every restraint from 
the personal and commercial liberties of its 
people. Common sense, policy, and morality 
were on the side of free trade, and in time that 
would surely prevail. 


THE NEXT PRESIDENT. 


Gath’s Talk with a Western Politician 
on Blaine, Grant, Conkling, Hawley, 
and Cullom. 

Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer, Dec. 9. 

I had a talk yesterday with a leading Iowa 
politician that ran along this way. I asked: 
Mom do you regard asin training for the 
Presideatial race? 

“In the first place, Blaine, unquestionably. 
Next to him, as it looks at present, Gen. Arthur, 
Third, Robert Lincoln. Fourth, William Win- 
dom. Fifth, though a good way behind the rest, 
Gen. Logan. I would add Senator Edmunds, 
but be is a little on the style of the Charles 
Francis Adams family—does not enthuse to 
those who propose to nominate him. Infact, he 
is not a Presidential quantity.” 

“Which of those you have named is the most 


formidable?“ 

Well, Blaine is always formidable. As far as 
I can observe, he holds all bis strength. Io the 
Northwestern States, where he was 80 werful 
in the Chicago Convention, he is to this Gay the 
idol of the Kepublicans. He now bas the addi- 
tional strength of having inherited the mantie 
of President Gartield. ‘bat is the reason you 
tind a balf-manifest sneering ut Gariicid—Dbe- 
cause Blaine is the heir. Biaine’s conduct in 
Garteid’s Cubinet strengthened uim much with 
his associates aud ali those havumt business with 
the Government, and cmphuatically with the 

~pulace. Among the Presidential aspirants 
Biaine is quite friendly with Windom, oa good 
terms with Lincoln, Arthur likes him personal 
ly, and Logun may yet have to come into his 
ees. At tbe start it is Blaine against the 

eld.” 

Fou are not a Blaine man, F believe,” I said 
to my friend. : 

No; but t would be blind not to concede bis 
popular strengtb. He also bas more ability 
than I was willing to say two or three years ago. 
He has gone into no position that he bas not 
showo his adaptability. He is a born dipioma- 
tist. It he cuu ever make the Presideatiai nomi- 
nation, with all these bosses against him, and 
the Stute of New York exerted to bis prejudice 
tor years, and «the Administration at Washing- 
ton next to hostilé to bim for tweive years, tue 
people will elect bim upon a wave of enthusi- 
asim which no petty charges or insinuations can 
check.’ They have gut to beat him for the 
nomination if they want to beat him before the 
country, and it is going to take all the time they 
have wot to doit. I should guess, looking at tne 
pust asa guide, that the next Republivanu con- 
venuon is going to be any body to beat Diuine. 
He will stand very much like Grant did two 
yeur® ag» at the Chicago Convention.” 

“ Do you consider Cunkling or Grant Presi- 
dential quaptities?" 

“No. i did that Grant was the most useful 
mau to nominate at the Chicago Convention; 
but I see that the peuple are of the other way of 
thinking, aud 1 do not suppose that Grant will 
try to make the race again. Conkl.ay, witha 
great deul vf ability, aas buried bimself under 
his patronage. He made that great mistake 
bright men make of trusting to his officehuiders 
instead of to the public uffecion and eochusiasin, 
and tloally politically expired in the midst of a 
miserable fight fur a gate-keeper at a custom- 
house. ‘be odium chat rests upon him on u- 
count of the death of Gartield disposes of him 
as a Presidential factor.” 

* How dv you account for the State of Iowa 
having so few candidates for the large positions 
at Washington, when she is the banner Kepub- 
lan State:“ 

* Because she has no centre, no mart where 
her personai forces cenceutrate and exercise 
due intlueuce on the Nauovnal Government. § If 
you can imagine illinois without a Chicago, you 
can see lowuasshe is now. She has several 
pruaperuus cities of. the second class, which are 
the capitals of the subordinate communities. 
‘Tne whole State does not exert its influenve to- 
gether. The abiest man in Lowa is James Wil- 
son, who is going to be the next Senator.” 

[ asked what Mr. Wiison’s ability cousisted of. 
My informant said: 

“In the rst place, be has a remarkable mas- 
tery of the Sax ou part of the English language.

Kaum, who has filled one of the places in the 
Treasury with cousiderable ability. LUlinois has, 
like Pennsylvania, a good deal of party ma- 
chinery; but, unlike Pennsylvania, she bas not 
yet stimuiated any independent movemeut, as 
the bosses keep their bands off the people, and 
take pains to pul up at least decent meu for or- 
tive. There isa movement at Washington to 
beat Col. Uarter, of Louisiana, the preseut Min- 
ister ut Venezuela, in order to retuin at that 
port Mr. Baker, of Illinois, who is said not to be 
populur with the Venezuelan people, and they 
desire another Minister.

The Letter Written by Him in Defense 
of the Jews. 

Baron Anselm von Rothschild, of Vienna, 
wrote the annexed letter to Hof-Prediger 
Stoecker, of Beriin, the instigator of the aati- 
Semitic agita don in Germany: 

Vienna, November, 1881.— Tu ‘he Court Preach- 
er Sloecker—S1rR: If I am correctly informed, 
your physician once advised you to take plenty 
of exercise, and since then you have been ai- 
most constautiy employed in anti-Semitic move- 
meuts. This matter really concerns me ver 
littie, fur, tpank God, Austria bas not yet ad- 
vaoced so far ou the path of intelligence and re- 
finement as to possess 4 Judenuhetze, such as 
the cultivated city of Berlin can boast of. But 
still | should like to call the attention of your 
reverence to certain grave errors waich have 
crept into your speech recently delivered in the 
German Parliament. 

You said in that address. Behind me stand 
the millions.“ You are mistaken; the millions 
stand behind me, and if you doubt this you are 
respectfuliy invited to visit my counting-house, 
where ample proofs shall be given you. You 
contead that che Jewisu usurers have ruined 
all classes of people. Now, pray tell me, my 
dear Court Preacher, who goes to the Jewisa 
usurer? Is it not those whose credit is exbaust- 
ed? Aud if their fellow-mea will not trust them 
any longer, are they not already ruined betore 
they seek their last resort—the Jewish usurer? 
This is only another of many cases where the 
Jew is made the scapegoat for the offenses of 
his neighbors. 

You say further that the Jews, out of all pro- 
portion to cheir numbers, assisted by talent and 
capital, exercise a mighty influence in the com- 
munity. Lam really surprised that this should 
surprise you. As it talent bad not, from time 
immemorial, beid the sceptre. Would you 
rather that this world should be ruled by fools 
than by wise men? Andas far as the dispropor- 
tion of our numbers is concerned we Jews can- 
not help but feel bighiy tlattered it we possess 
more talent than our Gentile countrymea. And 
as for our power as capitalists this is the result 
of our business genius and our economy. Why 
do not the Christians imitate us? Do we hinder 
them from earumg meuey or trom saving it? 

Ihe Jews should be more modest,” you say. 
It is true that modesty is a most desirable vir- 
tue, suited alike to Jew and Geatile, but as 
Goethe has it, “Only scoundrels are modest.” 
Now, among the Jews there are so few scound- 
reis, and then really it is mucù easter for a Court 
Preacher to be modest than for a Jew. If a Court 
Preacber displays that commendabie Virtue pis 
Hock will bow before bim and exclaim, 80 
mighty and yet so modest.” Let a Jew be mod- 
est and he is kicked and spurned, and the mob 
say, Served bim right.” 

You aver that the Jew in Lessine’s Nathan“ 
is no Jew at all, but a Christian. With the same 
right | might say the Court Preacher Stoecker is 
no Coristian, but an apostate Jew who bas band- 
ed himself with some barbarous relics of the 
Middie Ages to prusecute a miserable anti- 
Semitic agitation. But I will not say this, as I 
would ‘uot desire to so grossly insult my co- 
reiigioaists. 

Your friend Bachem is of the opinion that the 
people are backing him. I will admit that there 
is a peopie in his wake, but asa German pul- 
osopber once said: There are enough wretches 
in tae worid to back any bad cause.” Four 
friend aiso indulges io the crushing accusation 
that the Jews are grain speulaturs. Now, do you 
know who was the first speculator ia grain? 
None other than the Jew, Joseph, in Egypt, al- 
though at that time toere was no Court Preacher 
to discover any crime in his action, and the people 
were gratefui to bim. 

In vne ot your discourses you once exclaimed: 
Look at Herr von Bieichroeder. He has more 
mouey than all the evangelical preachers put 
together.“ Now, I am sure that Herr von 
Bieicorveder bas never said:. Look at Court 
Preacher Stoccker. He earns more money bs a 
single sermou than a hundred Jewish urus do in 
a whole year.” 

In conclusion, if you will not admit that the 
Jewa buve any good qualities, you will at ivast 
not envy them tor the little money they muy 
possess. If in spite ot their wealth they cannot 
prevent, iu the year Of 1531, the formation of an 
agitation against tem, waat would become of 
them if they had no money? It is true the Jews 
put some value on wealth, and | must say that I 
would rather bea rich Je than a Curis- 
tian, But then, are there not poor Christians 
who would raiher be rich Jews? Even you, 
most reverend sir, might, perbaps, be willing to 
change posiuons with me (and 1 flatter myseif 
that you would not make 80 bad a bargain). For 
myself, I can only say that if I were not Roths- 
ebild, i should still be very far from wishmg 
myself the-Court Preacher Stoecker. Very 
respectfully, A. VON KOTrHSCHILD. 


BARBED WIRE FOR FENCING. 


By Prof. S. A. Knapp, Dean of the School of Agricult- 
ure, Ames, Iu. 


Among the fundamental questions in farm 
economy, fences are the most important, be- 
cause of their extent, protection, first cost, and 
rapid decay. Within tifteen years, and more 
prominentiy within ten years, a new ma- 
teriai—barvbed wire—has demanded pubiic fa- 
vor. with very many arguments pro and 
con. In the Northwestern States it bas rap- 
idly become established in the confidence of 
the farmers, and mainly supplanted all other 
feucing. Let us consider, from the standpoint 
of the prairie, some of the reasons for this sud- 
den popularitv. The following are some of the 
requisits for a pertect fence: Ist. It must form 
areliuble barrier to the passage of stock, and 
must be furnished at a moderate cost. 2d. It 
must be simple, durable in ali places and cli- 
mates, easily transported, and immediately 
availabie for a fence. 3d. It shouid occupy the 
leust space practicable, thereby wasting littie 
land, affording no barbor for weéds, and not 
seriously defacing the landscape. ' 
~ Barbed wire comes nearer meeting all these 
conditions, in the larger portion of the Uuited 
States, than any other material. Compared 
with hedge, board, or rail fences, it can claim 
superiority in nearly every point for a valu- 
able fenve on the farm. The main objection 
urged to its use is that of crueity. It is 
claimed that horses in particular are liabie

A DEAD SMUGGLER. 
How a Pair of Heathen Chinese Udil- 
ized Their Countryman’s Corpse. 
San Francisco Examiner. 

“Is there much smuggling going on in this 
port now?” asked an Hruminer reporter yester- 
day of a custom- house official, who was watchiny 
the landing of some Uhinamen from a Hawaiian 
schooner that was lying ut the foot of Mission 
street. The custom-house officer proceeded tu 
unfold bis experience of attempts at smuggling 
as follows: 


The worst smugglers, and the ones that give 
us the most trouble, are the Chinese. I don't 


mean the raw coolies, fresh from Canton, who 
don't know the difference between the violation 
of the revenue laws and the common breaking 
of the commandments, but the oid hands who 
have made two or three voyages between China 
and Ban Francisco coal- passers On steamers, 
cooks, or agents for big contractors for Chi- 
nese labor. Ruw and manufactured silks, pearis, 
ivory ornaments, Cuinese drugs, and opium are 


the principal articles they attempt to smuggle. - 


As for the flrst- named articies we have no 
troubie in detecting their presence, as 
they are bolky and awkward to stow 
away, except about the person, and we 
always sedrch them down to their measly, yel- 
low hides, ‘Opium is what troubies us. You see 
itis either solid or liquid, amd can be stowed 
away in a thousapd places that no one but an 
experienced customs official would think or 
searching. A favorit place is in the hollow be- 
tween the two soles of their skoes. A common 
bamboo cane would hold several pounds. fhe 
noliow handle of trunks and valises, the hollow 
rode: of bamvoo N rings they wear 
on their wrists, the handles of their knives, and 
even a deud man's body, are a few of the places 
ia which | bave found opium stowed away. 

»A dead man's body?“ queried the reporter.

One, Dec. 10.—Mr. Gladstone is the most 
interesting Ogure in the House of Commons. In 
mere physique alone he stands out prominently 
from his colleagues. His face is far and away 
the most striking in the assembly. The head is 
massive, and the features are large and weil 
formed. The nose is beaked lixe the eagle's. 
He has splendid brown eyes, which flash fire 
when he speaks, and which he is in the habit of 
veiling with drooped eyelids when be is the ob- 
ject of bitter attack—a trick of manner that 
again reveals the monarch of the air, suggest- 
ing the eagle with hooded orbs. Then the 
figure of Mr. Gladstone is muscular, 
maniy, and. with ail his 73 —

more noticeabie is the mobility of nis face and 
the restiess activity of his frame. His face has 
as many changes as the sea under the multitu- 
dinous shades of an April sky. 
ment, agreement, dissent, the exuitacion of tri- 
umph, tne depression of defeat—euch of these 
moods is pluiniy and promptly retiected in bis 
looks: and it would be but a slight exaggeration 
to say that a person who was accustomed to the 
House of Commons and was well acquainted 
with Mr. Gladstone. would be able to tell 
fortunes of debate vy attentively watehing 
the faceof the Prine Minister, though the ob- 
server were deaf and heard not a word of what 
any of the speakers was say and thus, apart 
from bis position, the Premier is the central ob- 
ject of observation 1 — feeling anxious 
to know what Gladstone thinks, and everybody 
Sogtenet sure that a look at Giadstone’s face will 
ell. 

And the result of the Premier's openness of 
expression is, that members are thus encuuraged 
to make allusions to him—the humbiest legise- 
lator being sure of notice, whether in the 
shape of valuable approval or almost —— 
valuable disapproval from the Prime- Minister, 
if he point bie speech by some allusion to Mr. 
Gladstone bimself. It is sometimes most amus-

A mind the 
subtieties of which are unfathomable and in- 
uumerable; a memory that stores an amount 
of information that is appalling, supplying him 
with resources for retrieving fortunes that ap- 
pear bopeiess, and defending propositions that 
4 r untenable.

from 824,000. 000 ir. 1878 to $117,000,000 in 1881, 
which precluded the raising of sufficient money 
by taxation tolook after the sanitation of the 
city as it should de. The object of 
the city’s existence, he maintained, was to 
rear children, but the landlord system killed off 
at least 50 per cent of them before they were 6 
yeurs old, and the same system kept 50,000 of 
them from seats in our public schools. Contin- 
umg his reference to the public schools, he said 
tbat 25.000 children were being educated in sec- 
ular schools. where they were taught, not bow 
to think, but what to think, and their brains 
were being dwarfed, and they were being made 
unfit factors in civilization. The persons run- 
ning these schools, he said, were those who hur- 
rabed for Mayor Harrison when he attempted 
to show his fitness for the Mayoralty by refer- 
ring to his economy, etc. In conclusion, 
he advocated a liberal expenditure of

THE COAL TRADE. 


Higher Prices Not at All Probable. 

Some of the coal dealers have been giving it 
out lately that there is a scarcity of coal in this 
city, and that, should the winter turn suddeniy 
cold, there would result a coal famine. At the 
last meeting of the Coal Exchange in thie city 
coal was advanced to $8.50 per ton, which is 
now the ruling price for anthracite coal. 
There has been an unusually large re- 
ceipt of coal in Chicago this year, owing 
to the increased demand. The Eastern mine 
operators tried very hard to squeeze tne public, 
aud in this city they have not succeeded in 
forcing the market up simply because the deal- 
ers here would not cowbine as solidiy as in other 
cities. Had, bowever, thé winter so far proven 
severely cold, coal would have been ad- 
vanced to $10 per ton, which was the original 
intention. It is a good thing for Chicago 
peopie, therefore, that the winter bas been 
open. In a talk with Mr. O. W. Goit, that gentie- 
man said that the supply on hand this year in 
this city was somewhat greater than last year, 
and, though the business of the month had been 
dull. tne demand had been greater than the year 
betore.

And yet Gladstone, in spite of these mighty 
powers of debate—in spite of a marvelously 
strong and melodious vuice—in spite of the com- 
mand of an unbroken flow of stately language— 
is not, to my mind, an orator. He never tobrills 
as Bright does. He never stirs your emotion so 
that you forget hbhim—vrourself—everything. 
Wnen his voice ceases, you never have, as you 
bave witb the really inspired orator, the sense 
of descending to prosaic earth from the cloudy 
palaces of dreamland. The fact of it is, the man 
uses too many words, and presents too many 
sides of the question, really effective and divine 
Oratory being a thing t must be simple, 
direct, and appeal to the great ciemental pas- 
sions. If you read the speeches of Gladstone, 
your wonder halt the time will be that they pro- 
duced any effect, at all. There never,perhaps, 
was, in the oratory of any really prominent and 
great man, such a dreary waste of interminable 
words, Ot the mauy thousands of speeches 
which Gladstone has made, how few are the 
phrases, the epigrams, or the passages of sus- 
tained beauty that one can remember! Often 
one bas to read whole pages of Hansard to tind 
out what side Gladstone really took;< and the 
attempt to make out the practical issues really 
at stake from one of the Premier's orations 
would be often quite as hopeful a pursuit as the 
search after the issues of a Presidential election 
in one of the essays of Ralph Waldo Emerson. 

In fact, Gladstone is a man of words. and tre- 
quentiy the victim of words. He folluws as 
often as do leads his tongue; and rareiy sits 
down without baving said something which be 
has bad to regret or to explain. “Will you ex- 

lain your explanations?” was prayer of 

tyron to Coleridge; but, terrible as were the 
“explanations” of the author of “Christabel.”’ 
they are intelligible and satisfactory compared 
to those of Mr. Gladstone. The real—and, if you 
like, brutat—truth is, that Mr. Gladstone bas, at 
various periods of bis career, taken exactly o 
posit sides on every public question that has di- 
vided tbe puviic mind; and a still more power- 
ful truth is, that, while you listen to Mr. Giad- 
stone taking one side this bour, you can never 
feel sure that be will not take exactly the other 
side the very next. And the worst of it is, Glad- 
stone can rarely be got to acknowledge the 
change of opinion; is as fond of a sophism az 
Socrates, and of non-natural interprefatious as 
a casuist. The inexhaustible ingenuity of his 
after-tbought is tortured to cover the rash and 
honest iogenuouspess of the moment. 

This is one of the many points in his character 
that often suggest the question, Is be honest? 
That is a question the very asking of which 
would be to most Englisd Liberals a stumbiing- 
biock, and to most Americans foolishness. And 
certuinly, if appearances were to be trusted, Mr. 
Gladstone ougut to be among the most honest of 
men. His very dress breathes tutegrity. The 
collar of his shirt swears to spotieaness—for it is 
capacious, reaches to his ears, and, when be 
bends his chin, doth hedge half his bead round, 
as in a shield of impregnable virtue. And then 
the air with which Gladstone speaks was but 
faintly and — I the Marquis of 
Salisbury when it was call “ parsonic"’; it 
might with much greater aptitude have been des- 
ignated Mosaic—for, in laying his proposals be- 
fore the House of Commons, he has a look wbich 
can only be compared to that you might imag- 
ine on the brow of Moses when he descended 
frum the mountain with the tablets of stone that 
contained the commands of Jehovah. 

At tirst, and indeed for a considerable time, 
the aspect of this man, with flashing eyes and 
impassioned face, with a voice that rings, and a 
band uplifted as in solemn warning or prophet- 
like denunciation, is most impressive; mates 
agreement a sacred duty, and suggests that dis- 
agreement is a dangerous symptom of an inter- 
nal deticiency in gruce. But. after a time, one 
— accustomed to Mr. Giadstone’s looks of ce- 
estial inspiration; and, beginning to analyze 
them in coid bi „or. if you like, under the in- 
spiration ot strong and bitter ditference uf opin- 
ion, one is puzzi to account for certain diffi- 
culties in the way of accepting the Prime Minis- 
ter in the spirit of simpie faitn. You find Mr, 
Gladstone can on Monday night declare. in giow- 
ing language and solemn voice with im- 

ressive gesture, that white is most undoubted- 
y white; on Tuesday night, aguin in giowmeg 
language and solemn voice and with impressive 
esture, declare (hat white is most undoubtedly 
lack; on Tuursday night deciare that white is 
. and, when you and ne have reached Fri- 
ay, you bear him again declaring, and again in 
giowing language and in solemn voice and with 
impressive gesture, that not only is white most 
undoubtedly white, but that be bad always said 
eo. if Gla 
the inspired have need of memories as tenacious 
as other persons of a less reputable character. 

And another difficulty about Mr. Gladstone 
is this: The indignant morality of which he is 
the mouthpiece finds oppurtunity for utterance 
on very shght occasion. I remember that, in 
the course of last session, Sir Stafford North- 
cote, who is usually one of gentlest 
most inoffensive of men, made a little attack on 
some rather stupid strategy of the Liberais in 
one of the clauses of e Land bili. 8

wards, Gladstone, who would not wait a day in 
town to speak for the Eastern Christians, put 
himself at the head of the great popular move- 
ment against Turkey which had sprung up in 
the meantime. This was one of the things that 
sbook my faith in Mr. Gladstone as the most 
ee embodiment of the bighest morality of 

s day.” 

Another painful surprise was in reference to 
his treatment of friends. Mr. Gladstone in the 
House of Commons wouid strike you as person- 
ally one of the most gehlal and kindly of men; 
bis face is often covered with the brightest of 
smiles, aud in many of bis encounters he is 

layful, and almost gam boils with boylike vivac- 
ty. Yet itis a well-known fact that he bas, 
after an intimate acquaintance and friendship 
of years, cut aman dead who ventured to 
make one speech or give one vote against him; 
and his personal venom is reputed to be the one 
constant thing about bim. 

Ihave recently been reading over Barnett 
Smith's biograpny of Gladstone, and some of 
the earliest passages in the Premier's career 
throwa singular lignt on his whole character. 
Just take this paragraph from bis first elecdon 
address. The subject is Slavery, and Americans 
will be able to appreciate the style of argument 
which the young political aspirant employed: 

“Asregards the abstract lawfulness of Slav- 
ery. Lacknowledge it simply as importing the 
right. of one man to the labor of another: and [ 
rest it upon the fact that Scripture, the pura- 
mount authority upon sued a point, gives direc- 
tions to persons standing in the relatlor of mas- 
ter to slave for their conduct in that relauon; 
whereas, were the matter absolutely and neces- 
sarily sinful, it d not regulate the 
manner. Assum sin as the cause 
of degradation, it. strives, and strives 
most effectually, to cure the latter by extir- 
pat ing the former. We are agreed that both 
physical and the moral bondage of the slave are 
to be abolished. The question is as to the order, 
and the order only. Now. Soripture Attacks the 
moral evil before the temporal one, and the tem- 
poral through the morai‘one; and I am content 
with the order which Scripture has established.“ 

This is but one of several paragraphs io this 
address, in which the son of the Liverpool silave- 
merchant calls in the authority of Heaven and 
Revelation in favor of the perpetuation—or, at 
least, the very siow abandonment—of human 
slavery; and this early political pronouncement 
ought to have prepared the American public for 
the enthusiasm with which Mr. Gladstone sa- 
luted the name and gave godspeed to the work 
of Jefferson Davis. 

A few ges on in the biography I finda 
speech of Mr. Giadstone’s described by a local 
newspaper as replete witb sound constitutional 
sentiment, high moral feeling, and abilicy of the 
most distinguished order. Just 80. is 
speeches are always “replete” with “high 
moral feeling”; de is always, whatever 
side he may take, the good, pure, 
the parsonie. For nearly twenty 
years of nis life he ovstructed every 
measure of progress; he was against the rapid 
emancipauon of the negro: he was against all 
the rights of the Dissenters; be wus in che school 
of the parrowest Tories of the Cnurch of En- 
giand; and ail the time he was quoting Script- 
ure and appealing to Heaven, aad delivering 
speeches * replete” with “high moral feeling.’ 
Tbe greater part of the worid has finally taken 
him to be that which he seems; but what will be 
the verdict of the Muse of History? She will 
not cull him a Heaven-born statesman or a 
mighty babbler, a saintlike man ora successful 
impostor—for ber judgments are rot 80 syeep- 
ing in their praise or condemnation. She wiil 
have the harder task ef tinding a verdict be- 
tween these two extremes; and der task will be 
difficult indeed in deviding where the statesman 
ended and the volubie rherorician began—when 
Gladstone was the sincere entausiast, and wuen 
the mouthing Phurisee. T. P. OcCox sn.

Tuat 
these festivais had sittings for 80,000 aepectators 
discigses the fact that everybody was eager to 
be present. Lecky. in his History of Morals,” 
says that a Mra. Siddous or a Ristori would bave 
failed to oder any entertainment to thgse audi- 
ences which had continually seen living men 
fall mangied and bleeding at their teet.
